Enclosed are copies of records that you requested that we have located. 
We do not furnish copies of the photograph of a passport in CD 1307 
but will shew it to you in the ]S&tion&l Archives. 

We are preparing the enlargements of Commission Exhibits 39 *. and 395 
you requested. We will send you one print of each. If it" Is satis- 
factory, we will make another print for you. There is only one nick 
in tbs knot of the necktie (O 395)* We have two photagrmpJis of 
CE 394 that we prepared that we can show you.

We do not feel that we should farmiith a copy 
of the order for the photograph. 
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¥e do not have any raw materials, separate reports, special asaaoranda, 
letters, ob serrations, comment, or noses relating to the reports of 
doctors concerning the X-rays and photographs tafcen during tbe autopsy 
of President Kennedy. 

Inclosed is a copy of our inventory of the records of the Warren 
Csssaission in response to your request far a list of the files. 

The rest of the file of green copies of internal sssaorasda of the 
Cossaission was made available for research on September 21 , 1967.
